The  chief  causes  of  failure  to  grow  are:  exposure  to 
drying  winds  or  sun  or  to  freezing  temperatures  when  transplant- 
ing; neglect  to  prune  tops  and  roots;  planting  in  poor  soil;  failure 
to  firm  the  soil  closely  about  the  roots;  too  little  or  too  much 
moisture;  lack  of  cultivation. 

Our  prices  do  not  include  anything  for  such  losses. 

Wherever  you  buy  you  must  trust  the  nurseryman  to  send  you 
good  stock,  to  give  you  a square  deal.  The  average  buyer  does 
not  know  good  stock  when  he  sees  it  and  it  is  well-nigh  impossible 
to  describe.
